membrance Day and Thanksgiving

The first Thanksgiving Day rec- 
orded in the archives at Ottawa was 
proclaimed in Lower Canada and 
set Jan. 10, 1799, for celebration of 
“the signal victory over our enemy 
and for the manifold and inestim- 
able blessings which our kingdom 
and provinces have received and 
continue to receive.”

There is reason in the suggestion, which 
comes from the Medicine Hat branch, that the 
Liberai party of Alberta should prepare and pre- 
sent a brief to the Rowell Commission, setting 
forth what should be done to ease the province 
and its people of their debt burdens, and to pro- 
vide for larger provincia] revenue by way of in- 


creased subsidies or enlargement of taxing 
powers or both 
Since the Government is not present its 


brief, there is need that some body, province- 
wide in membership and representative capa- 
city, should speak for Alberta when the Com- 
mission comes here, probably in December 
Failure to make any representations on behalf 
of the province would do nothing to gain favor- 
able consideration for either the debt question 
or the revenue question. It might on the other 
hand prejudice Alberta's claims in these regards. 
It would almost certainly do that if the failure 
to present a case for the province were con- 
strued to express contempt for the Commission 
or indifference as to what readjustments may 
be made as a result of its report. 

The Liberal party, having beer the 
field to demand readjustments of debts, public 
and private, the reduction of high, unpayable 
interest rates and the urgent need of a supply of 
cheap money, and sources of revenue in keeping 
with provincial responsibilities, is better situated 
to present these matters to the Commission than 
any other organization. Whatever others stand 
for, or refuse to stand for, these are the objec- 
tives of that great body of Alberta people who 
call themselves Liberals. And in making repre- 
sentations along these lines they would have the 
backing of the people of the province in over- 
whelming numbers, regardless of party lines.

ALL EYES ON ALBERTA 

Newspaper comment across Canada seems to 
be unanimous in assuming that the Lieutenant 
Governor did not go beyond his constitutional 
powers in with-holding assent to three Acts 
passed by the legislature of Alberta. Newspaper 
opinion on # point in constitutional law is not 
infallible, but in this instance it accords with the 
view of Premier King, who is by no means likely 
to over-rate the prerogatives of the office. Nor 
does the claim appear to have been raised by any 
competent authority that His Honor had not 
legal permission to do what he did do. It is even 
gaid there are seven precedents for his action 
one of record in each of the provinces with the 
exception of Alberta and Saskatchewan. That 
phase of the matter may be taken as not at issue. 

There is also unanimity thet when a Lieu- 
tenant Governor does not accept the advice of 
his ministers the proper course for the cabinet 
to take is to resign or to ask for a dissolution of 
the legislature and the holding of a genera! 
election. With the exception of the Ottawa 
Citizen, which thinks the Lieutenant Governor 
should abdicate because King Edward abdicated 
when he refused to accept the advice of Premier 
Baldwin. The cases are not, however, in any 
sense paralie!. The one was a case 0! parliament 
checking the King, the other in # case of the 
representative of the King checking @ legis- 
lature.

made. For the time, assent has been delayed, 
not denied. 

It is equally curious that most of the com- 
mentators seem to have forgotten why the 
Crown holds the right to grant or not grant 
assent to legislative enactments. Their observa- 
tions are accordingly such as would be appropri- 
ate if this were an issue between the right of a 
legislature to enact legislation and the right of 
the Crown to prevent it doing so. That isn't the 
issue, It is not to project battles on the subject 
of “Divine right” that the veto power exists. 

The King is the protector of the rights of his 
subjects, of all his subjects, against legalistic 
injustice; whether those rights seem to be 
abridged by laws not properly enacted or by 
legislation that is tyrannous or discriminatory. 
It is to be supposed the same responsibility 
devolves, in the narrower sphere, upon the 
Lieutenant Governor of a province. He cannot 
in point of fact prevent the enactment of any 
kind of legislation—but he can compel a legis- 
lature to find out before-hand whether what it 
proposes to do is according to the will of the 
public. He can, in other words, force a general 
election when there is reason to doubt that what 
the legislature proposes to do has the sanction 
and approval of the people for whom that legis- 
lature makes law. 

Undoubtedly the with-holding of assent to 
the Alberta bills opens up a prospect of a general 
election in Alberta. But an election may not 
result, and it is not the duty of the Government 
to resign or ask for dissolution because assent has 
been with-held. That choice will not confront 
the ministry unless assent is refused, which has 
not yet happened. And since the Ministers have 
been invited to present their case against refusal 
at Ottawa, and have accepted, refusal may not 
follow and an election may be avoided.

As readers may have gathered, part of my 

boyhood was spent at sea. My father wished 

| me to adopt a shore life, for all our ancestors 

| had found graves at sea. A night in a gale beat- 
ing round Cape Wrath, when I was a youngster 
of thirteen, did the trick. I was too scared to 
stay below, and spent a long, long night tied to a 
stanchion on the bridge, for safety against the 
seas that swept the ship. So I was apprenticed 
to a cabinet-making trade and in due course won 
the Polytechnic prize for design and workman- 
ship. 

The youth of my day was boxing crazy. One 
day when the foreman made a pass at me, I for- 
got myself. Instinctively I ducked and gave him 
the old “one-two.” Horrified at what I had done, 

| ‘I had to defend myself thereafter. It ended with 
the foreman being taken to a doctor's for re- 
pairs and I had my apprentice papers cancelled, 
Two years later, at the age of twenty, I was a 
sub-foreman on torpedo-boat construction at 
Cammell and Laird’s and agreeably surprised to 
find myself placed second among 12,000 Univer- 
sity Extension students for an English history 
prize. Later I studied construction engineering 
and came to Canada to help build up the Dom- 
inion.

I was in business in Toronto as a contractor 
and architect when I turned to newspaper work, 
seeking temporary forgetfulness of something 
that grieved me. 1 was 28 at the time and the 
editor assumed I was an experienced reporter. 
I never disillusioned him, and I've never got 
far from newspaper work since. 

Though journalism has been my vocation for 
the past thirty years, I've made occasional ex- 
cursions into commercial work, or held commer- 
cial interests collaterally with newspaper work. 
I spent a happy season sinking a shaft on Eagle 
Creek in the Tulameen country, after platinum 
and gold. I started a towage company, with 
boat-building yard and machine shop on the 
Vancouver waterfront. The Dominion governa- 
ment took the site for harbor improvements, 
but I still have a husky Diesel tug at the coast, 

For some years I was director of a bond cor- 
poration. My first contact with Edmonton was 
over the selling of a $750,000 issue of 5% per cent 
bonds several years ago. I never was a big 
money-earner, for money never was a strong 
lure. The biggest year’s earnings I ever made 
was $30,000 and that was in selling securities. 
I'd slave many years at newspaper work to make 
that 

I've sat in a legislature and seen with what 
little wisdom provinces and municipalities are 
governed, I've taken a holiday turn in an engine 
room and single-handed brought a loaded fis}i- 
packer at night through a gale, down the reef- 
strewn tidal waters of the coast, while the tired 
crew slept. Except for the difference in 
mechanics, the technique of piloting a boat 
through dangerous water in the darkness and 
piloting a business or a municipality through 
troubles is much the same. There's pleasure in 
being able to do things equally with brain or

Sometimes this kind.of double life has its em- 
barrassments. One of the first jobs I took in 
Toronto required a bit of engineering. The beer 
tower of the old East End Brewery, containing 
the huge vats from whieh the brew descends by 
gravity, hac sunk 32 inches at one corner under 
the great weight I had to lift the brick tower 
to its proper level, “needle” it in position, take 
out the heavy wooden beams and substitute 
doubled steel “I” beams. To follow this work 
I had arranged to give some lectures at Western 
University. 

When the job was finished the brewery 
people wanted me to join the staff at an increase 
of salary and so much free beer a day They 
couldn't make out why I insisted on quitting. 
1 hadn't the hardihood to explain that I was to 
lecture at a univ ersity on poetry. 

A worse embarrassment met me at London 
The first lecture was on the imperialistic poetry 
of Kipling. President James arranged a little 
reception for me. We talked of numerous sub- 
Jects till I let leak that I had been in Toronto

MR. HERRIDGE AGAIN 

Mr. W. D. Herridge seems to have taken upon 
himself the role of an economic John the Bap- 
tist, crying out to us to repent of our capitalist 
sins and to prepare for the coming of some new 
order and leader making for our regeneration. 
It is a role to which none of us has a right to 
object. Progress, as all history teaches, has not 
come to the world by complacent or smug acqui- 
escence in established things. Yet reading Mr. 
Herridge’s successive warnings (we always read 
them with admiration for his mastery of the 
short sentence, suggesting almost Archbishop 
Trench), we are compelled to wonder more and 
more what it is, precisely, he would have us do. 


Mr. Herridge says there are manifestations 
of Fascism in Canada. We agree. He attacks 
attempts to deny labor the right of free associa- 
tion. We agree. He says that abuses and de- 
fect8 within the capitalist structure must be dealt 
with. Again we agree. 

But what then? Having got all of us or a lot 
of us to gather around him and to admit with 
him that we are on the wrong path, upon what 
other path does Mr. Herridge plan to take us? 
He doesn’t yet say. After telling us that we 
have strayed and are lost, and that disaster may 
come to us if we stay that way, he doesn’t tell 
us what to do so that we won't stay lost. 


It is a pretty serious omission. It was all well 
and good for Mr. Herridge to try to shake us out 
of our complacency in the first place. In trying 
to get men to do something right it is essential 
to convince them first of all that they are doing 
something wrong. But a prophet, if he is to get 
followers, can't go on doing that. There comes 
a time when he must show them how to do what 


is right. 
That time, we suggest, has come for Mr. 
Herridge. Where, we ask him again—where do 


we go from here?—Ottawa Journal. 


SHANGHAI DANCE 

Of the many evidences of Western influence 
to be found in Shanghai nothing is more remark- 
able than the dancing craze, which in the past 
few years has won an increasingly large number 
of followers amongst Chinese of all ages and of 
all stations except the very lowest. Shanghai has 
more than one hundred dance halls and cabarets 
large and small, which provide employment for 
some five thousand professional dance partners, 
and the most popular of these establishments 
are crowded night after night. Some are open 
for business during the afternoons and even in 
one or two cases during the luncheon interval 

Nowadays the largest proportion by far of 
the dance parters are Chinese girls whose ages 
range from fifteen to twenty-five; most of them 
are in their late teens. This is a relatively new 
development, for ten years ago the partners to 
be found in Shanghai's dance halls, then much 
fewer in number and less pretentious in appear- 
ance, were virtually all Russian girls, coming 
for the most part from Harbin. About 1926, how- 
ever, the first Chinese-owned dance hall, known 
as the Peach Blossom Place, was established 
with Chiriese girls as partners, and since then 
numerous Chinese dance halls have come into 
existence. The latest addition, which, with a 
swimming pool and restaurant, covers several 
acres of ground, has more than one hundred 
dance partners, chiefly Chinese, but with a 
sprinkling of Russians and Eurasians. 

All of the dance halls work on much the same 
basis, the girls receiving a fixed commission on 
dance tickets and drinks. In the better-class halls 
which usually offer occasional vaudeville turn 
between dances, a dollar will not buy more than 
two or three dance tickets, whereas in the 
“dives” of Hongkew it can be stretched to buy 
ten. Usually the management allows the girls to 
keep half of their earnings in the matter of dance 
tickets, paying a rather lower commission on 
drinks consumed either by the customer or by 
the girl at the customer's expense. In most of 
the better-class Chinese establishments, how- 
ever, little liquor is consumed, the majority of 
the patrons limiting their indulgence to tea or 
some variety of soft drink. These places are 
usually conducted with a degree of decorum 
which would do credit to a church social. Family 
parties, ranging from toothless old grandmothers 
tottering along on bound feet to infants asleep 
in their mothers’ arms, occupy tables by the 
hour, supping tea and munching sweetmeats as 
they watch the dancing. 

Although elegantly gowned and groomed and 
unquestionably attractive, a good 80 per cent. 
of the Chinese dancing partners are illiterate. 
Yet many who can neither write nor read their 
own language often speak English remarkably 
well and reveal a surprising amount of general 
knowledge, picked up in the course of conversa- 
tion with their clients. Most of the girls come 
from poor families in the hinterland of Shanghai, 
and in some cases have either been bought body 
and soul or else temporarily acquired under con- 
tract by older women, to whom they are obliged 
to give their earnings in return for food, clothes 
and lodging. The majority earn barely enough 
to live, but a few who enjoy the patronage of 
wealthy Chinese are said to make as much as 
£100 per month. In the larger dance halls the av- 
erage girl probably earns about £10, the mini- 
mum anywhere about £2 a month, which is con- 
siderably higher than the average wage paid to 
factory girls. However, it must be remembered 
that a dancing gir! is obliged to spend a consid- 
erable proportion of her earnings upon cosmetics 
clothes, and other feminine allurements. 

The jazz craze has brought with it a number 
of social problems which are giving the Chinese 
authorities in Shanghai some cause for uneasi- 
ness. Many of the less reputable dance halls 
made a special] point of catering to high school 
and university students, who tend increasingly 
to spend their leisure as well as their pocket 
money in these resorts. But it is not only the 
younger generation that is affected. Middle- 
aged fathers of families are also to be found in 
the dance halls, and home life is apt to suffer 
in consequence. Occasionally this particular as- 
pect of the problem is solved in a rather piquant 
fashion by the husband taking his wife with him 
when he goes to the dance hall. It is now not un- 
common, states a Shanghai newspaper, to see 
wives “patiently sitting on the sidelines whilst 
their husbands disport themselves upon the 
glassy dance floors of Shanghai's palaces of 
pleasure. In order to pass the time more pleas- 
antly some wives bring along books or other 
reading material, nor is knitting taboo in such 
cases.”-—The Manchester Guardian,

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
Sixty years ago today the little 


town of Winnipeg was much excit- 


ed by the arrival of the first loco- 
motive. An historian tells us that 
“Hill's stern wheeler, the Selkirk, 
decorated with flags, evergreens 
and a banner emblazoned with the 
letters “C.P.R.”, pushing a barge in 
front and with barges at each side, 
jarrived at Point Douglas with a 
locomotive named the Countess of 
Dufferin, in addition to six flat cars 
}and a van for service on the Pem- 
| bina branch, then extended to St. 
| Boniface. The new arrival had 
| been greeted by-a salute of Ameri- 
can artillery as it passed Fort Pem- 
bina and was welcomed to Winni- 
peg with whistles, bells, banners, 
and a special number of the Mani- 
toba Free Press which advertised 
|“A Grand Rally of Citizens.” Joseph 
| Whitehead, the conductor for the 
| Pernbina branch, who imported this 
| locomotive, had himself been fire- 
man on the first passenger train in 


England over the Stockton and 
Darlington railway. This locomo- 
tive was built by Baldwin's in 


Philadelphia and is still preserved 
as a permanent exhibition facing 
the C.P.R, station on the site of Fort 
Douglas, the first settlement of 
Lord Selkirk’s colonists.” 

A newspaper story of the day 
relates that “what with the shrill 
whistling of the engine and that of 
the steamer, the ringing of bel) 
and the whistles of the sawmill 
jeining in the chorus there was a 
perfect babel of noise. A young 
lady, Miss Racine, kept ringing the 
bell of the steamer and was cheered 
by the crowd which went wild as 
the engine was transferred from 
the boat to the track laid on the 
wharf and then proceeded slowly 
on its first run in Canada.” 

The Earl of Elgin, who had been 
driven out of Montreal by a mob 
of “loyalists” who had burned the 
parliament house and forced the 
removal of the seat of government 
arrived at Toronto, to which the 
capital had been transferred, and 
was given a hearty welcome by the 
majority of Scots, who resented
